REPORTS OF THE AIR RIAD. 


Tho Mamburger Fremblatt last 
month published ‘a long article 
“ Englsod’s National Serviea Pro- 
blem,” describing tho various 
Propossla that have be2n made, 
end saying :— 

We may well ba snrioua to 
know what attitude the Govern- 
ment and the Mouse of Cimmons 
will adopt. The voluntary syatem 
had given rise to grave mistakes, 
It had taken thonsands of india- 
peusable workmen from the fao- 
tories, while hundreds of thou- 
sands of slackers remained at 
home. Moreover, it appeared that 
the percentage of married men 
who went into the field was very 
large in comparison with tho 
bachelors, Coneequertly, an 
snormous burden was put upon 
the atate finances, and the separa. 
tion allowances amount to 
£1,000,000 a week. Finally, the 
stream of recruits seems td be 
now grednally drying op, for 
Lord Kitchener haa still not got 
together the 300,000 men for 
whom he asked in May. 

But will National Service go 
throagh? The troubled military 
situation on the Western front 
and ic Gallipoli, and above all 
the collapsa of the Ruwsian 
Armies, have no doubt converted 
many people from the old faith 
to the syalem of National Service; 
but, on the other hand, the 
general resistance to the introduc- 
tion of this * Potsdam invention” 
ia as stubborn as ever, The 
appeal of the National Service 
League was immediately foilow- 
ed by a _ violont protest 
in 6 part of the Liboral Press, 
The resistance of the trade unions 
is jast as etabborn, for the ques- 
tion of war pay offera endless 
difficulties, Whst,oo the other 
hand, will the Kntonte say if 
National Servica comes to roth- 
ing? In anz case both campa are 


‘ready for the most vigorous op- 


position, and the next fow days 
constitute an important taroing- 
Point in Englieh history, and will 
also exercise a strong influence 
apon the general military sitaa- 
tlon. . , 


The Trades Union Congress. 


_ Tho Frankfurter Zeitung pub- 

lishes 5 loag summary of the pro- 
ceedings of the Trada Union 
Congresa, and adds the following 
comment, which has perhaps a 
special interest as' coming from 
the chief Radioal journal in Ger.

He esys it ie no exag- 
geration to say that the whole 
German people is filled with tha 
burning wish and longing that 
there may be full and rathless 
ase of all possible weapons which 
Germany can employ against

A Government without Definite 
Views. 


Peking, Sept. 3.—The following 
is an exprossion of viewa from an 
authoritative | olitical source re- 
garding the movement for the 


restoration of the Monarchy and M 


the Chousnbui, or eoviety for 
peace, tho object of which is to 
interest the people in the disoas- 
sion of the advantages and die- 
advantsges of Monarchical and 
Republican forme of Government, 
especially a3 applied to China ;— 

In the revolution of 1911 Re- 
publicanism was made uso of 
solely to bring abuut the over- 
throw of tho Manchus, which 
was purely e matter of racial 
prejudice. But Republicaniam 
was not folly underatood by those 
who advoested it and when, after 
tho estalishment of ‘a Republic, it 
was found unsuited to the con- 
ditions of the couatry, the chaage 
waa regarded with disapproval. 
Within tho last two yeara the 
nuaber of influential ‘persona in 
the provinces who advocate the 
inauguration of a Constitutional 
Monarchy has been increasing, 
but suggestions of thia nature 
have invariably been sternly 
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caltations and exchanges of viewa 


suppresesd by the President. As;can take pluco withont. going 


open demonstrationa cannot be 
made aseociations have been 
formed secretly, and if repres- 
sive messures continue 
ascooiationa will be strengthened. 
This state’ of things is fally 
known to the Government, which 
has given it considerable atten- 
tion,

Woe take the following from the 
New York Literary Digest :-—-A

has suffered through the sinking 
of Swedish merchantmen by Ger- 
mac submarines.

“'Emboldenod by recent Ger- 
man successes, the latent hostility 
of Sweden, which has, ‘never 
forgivan the Ines of Fialand, hae 
becoms strongly developed. Coa- 
sidorable preparations for warlike 
contingencies have b3on made in 
sorth Sweden, and the Swo-tish 
Army ia fully mobilizad. 

“T{ Sweden persists in her un- 
friondly attitude toward Russia, 
she may rapidly drift into 0 war 
which would inevitably be a great 
obstacle to her future progress.” 

A long dispatch from ita Stock- 
holm co-:respoadent is published 
in the London Timzs, whore it is 
indicated that public opinion in 
Sweden ia influenced rather by 9 
fear of [tassia than by any lov 
of Germany:

With a small party ke charged down tho trenches, which 
were etrongly occupied by the enemy, and rerconally threw four 
bombs among them, killing eight and routing the remainder. In 
the afternoon he captured a further length of tronch under similar 
conditions, and continued personally to bomb tho enemy, at c'oso 
range, under very heavy fire, until he was ssverely wounded, losing 
hia tight hand ‘and left eye. This most gallant officer has since 
succumbed. _ 

Lieut. F, HO. Tabb, of the 7th Avstralians, for con- 
picaous bravery at Lone Pino on August 9, Inthe esrly morning, 
the onemy made a determined attack and advanced. up a sap and 
blew in a esndbag barricade, leaving oaly one foot,stending, . But 
‘Tubb led the mon back, repulsed the enemy, snd rebuilt the 
barricade, The enemy, supported -by bimbers, twice re-destroyad 
the barricades.
